Laredo, Texas, September 3.—Pos- 
sibility of any immediate retaliatory 
action by United States military 
forces in connection with the attack 
yesterday on an American army air-| 
plane has been eliminated, it was in-| 
dicated here tonight by the admis- 
Sion of Mexican authorities today 
that the attack was made by Car- 
ranza soldiers. 

While official information was'! 
lacking, the impression was gained 
in army circles that this admission 
has removed the situation from the 
hands of the military, so far as.

Threats were made at one or two 
of the polling places Tuesday by 
friends of candidates in the race 
that an injunction would be brought 
against the election managers, on 
the ground that the women had 
no legal right to vote, in the event | 
that their advocates were defeated. | 

This statement was made by the 
campaign manager of one of the 
candidates at precinct A of the 
eighth ward, and,it was rumored at 
the B precinct of the ninth ward 
that it would be no surprise if some 
of the candidates left out by the 
women’s vote would bring this ac- 
tion. | 

There were divers opinions on | 
what the result of such court con- 
troversy would be. While some men 
said that there was a possibility 


that the election might be declared 
illegal and put aside, they agreed 
that the men who started proceed- 
ings would injure their own inter- 
estS above anything else. 

One lawyer, in close touch with 
city politics, said that an effort to 
boring an injunction would be fruit- 
less, as the courts would not make 
a decision any more than they did 
last vear when there was a contest 
between two executive committees.

' scheduled addresses. 
Given Ovation by Croewd. 

The president and his party 
_reached the station at 6:45 o'clock, 
and were given an ovation by the 
crowd. After escorting Mrs. Wilson 
to the pr:ivate car, the president re- 
turned to the platform, where he 
chatted with friends until the time 
for his train to leave.

In point of distance covered, the 
tour will be almost on .a par. with 
the president’s trip to France and 
‘return, and the members of his 
party expect it to be much more 
, strenuous because of its continuity

He Calls It Suicidal. 


“To my mind it would be suicidal 
to throw away the advantages and 
benefits provided in this treaty. It 
would be disastrous, commercially 
and financially. 

“Defeat of the treaty by means of 
proposed amendments to it is the 
real program and hope of the ma- 
jority of the committee on foreign 
relations. It is for this purpose 
that the treaty has been locked up 
in cold storage for so many weeks.

Bryant closed the program by tak- 


ing the offering, which was an addi- 
tional amount to the ten thousand. 
In a most interesting and eloquent 
manner he gave a short history 
of the present struggle since the 
burning of the church on May 21, 
1917.

FIRST DIVISION MEN 
ARRIVE FROM FRANCE 


New York, September 3.—Four 
thousand officers and men of the fa- 
mous First division of the regular 
army, veterans of some of the blood- 
iest victories which ever crowned 
American arms, returned home to- 
day on the transports Amphion, Su- 
wanee and Mobile. The little strips 
of vari-colored ribbons that deco- 
rated the tunics of hundreds of the 
returning soldiers bore silent testi- 
mony to the deeds which have made 
the division historic. 

As far as individual decorations 
were concerned, the palm was borne 
by the Eighteenth infantry, every 
man of which wore the Fourragere 
of the Legion of Honor conferred 
by the French government just be- 


Brest. But the Eighteenth had little 
to boast of over their comrades, no- 
ticeable the Second Machine Gun 
battalion, 40 per cent of whom had 
been decorated. Incidentally, this 
battalion, which returned under the 
command of Major S. Warren, of 
Gainesville, Fla., suffered 70 per cent 
casualties. 

The homeward voyage of the Mo- 
bile was saddened by the death of 
one member of the Eighteenth, Pri- 
vate Floyd Law, of Cutler, Ohio, 
who was suffering from blood pois- 
oning when the transport sailed, but 
insisted on being taken aboard be- 
cause he wanted to return with his 
regiment. He was operated on by 
the ship’s surgeon and failed to 
rally from the operation. 

On the Mobile was Brigadier Gen- 
eral Frank. Barker, commander of 
the First infantry brigade. General 
Barker, whose home is in Charles- 
ton, S. C., went to Paris in 1914 as 
military attache, and was in tem- 
porary command of the First di- 
vision in October, 1918, until re- 
lieved by Major General McGlachin.

Late Summer Pickles. 


Sopeember is the ideal month for 
pickling and preserving. We still 
have late peaches at this time, as 
well as many other fruits and vege- 
tables. 

Pickled Cauliflower. 

Trim four large cauliflower and 
then cut the floweret into smail 
branches and place in a preserving 
kettle, and cover with boiling water. 
Boil for fifteen minutes and then 
drain. Now place in preserving 
kettle . 

Two quarts of vinegar, 

One quart of water, 

One cup of brown sugar, 

Two tablespoons of salt, 

One tablespoon of paprika, 

Two tablespoons of mustard seed, 

One tablespoon of celery seed, 

One-half ounce of cloves, 

One-half ounce of allspice. 

Bring to a boil and cook for five 
minutes, and then fill the cauliflow- 
er into one-half-pint all-glass jars 
and fill to overflowing with the pre- 
pared vinegar. Adjust the rubber 
and lid and seal. Place in hot water 
bath and process for fifteen minutes, 
then cool and store. 

Piccalilli, 

Wash and chop fine 

Two medium-sized heads of cab- 
bage, 

One-quarter peck of onions, 

One-half peck of green tomatoes, 

Place in a large crock and sprinkle 
over the finely chopped cabbage and 
onions and tomatoes two cups of 
salt. Add one cup of cold water and 
let stand overnight. In the morning 
drain and plaee ina preserving 
kettle 

One and one-half dozen green and 
red peppers, chopped fine, 

One pound of brown sugar, 

Six tablespoons of cinnamon, 

One-half tablespoon of allspice, 

One teaspoon of cloves, 

One teaspoon of nutmeg, 

Four teaspoons of paprika 
and then add one quart of water 
and sufficient vinegar to come to 
one-half depth of the mixture in the 
kettle. Bring to a boil and cook 
very slowly until the mixture is 
thick, usually about one and one- 
half hours. Fill into all-glass ster- 
ilized jars and adjust the rubber 
and lid and seal. Process in. hot 
water bath for fifteen minutes and 
then cool and store in a cool, dry 
place,

men insisted they did not expect re- 
imbursement for this trip.

“I should not be at all surprised,” 
he said, ‘if our government opened 
within a very few months, or even 
a few weeks, negotiations with the 
Chinese government with a view 
to settling the Shantung question 
in a way satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. 


“To those ofus who have partici- | 


pated in the peace conference, 
there is. not the shadow of doubt 
that Japan will withdraw from 
Shantung at the earliest possible 
moment. The peace treaty requires 
Germany to hand cver to Japan all 
the documents relative to Shantung 
within three months after the trea- 
ty comes into force. When this is 
done, Japan will immediately take 
Steps toward the restitution which 
Japan has pledged herself to make 
in favor of China. 
The Japunese Terms. 

“rhe terms on which Japan will 
restitute Shantung are now fairly 
well known to the world. Briefly 
stated, the main points of these 
terms are: 

“First, Japan is to restore Kiau- 
Chow, the German-leased territory, 
to China. 

“Second, in returning Kiau-Chow 
to €hina, Japan in the interest of 
all nations asks only one thing, 
namely, that the territory be open 
to international trade. It is only 
as a natural corollary of this pro- 


bosed measure that Japan also de-. 


sires to establish an international, 
not a Japanese settlement, in the 
city of Tsing-Tao..

“besides the matters included in 
the above five categories there are 
questions of the German submarine 
Cables, railway loans and prefer- 
ential rights with regard to the 
supply of capital and materials and 
the employment of foreigners in 
Shartung. I believe “these ques- 
tions can easily be settled. 

“1 do not wish to say that these 
will be the exact terms, but I am 
prepared to declare that our over- 
tur? to China will be along there 
lines. Let. me emphasize once 
more that these negotiations will 
be entéred into within aé_-e very 
short time. The solemn pledge she

“Japan has taken nothing from

Arteries of Commerce 


_ Blocked in All Europe 


This Is Statement of 
Frank E. Vanderlip, 
America’s Foremost Fi- 
nancier, in Second of 
“What Happened to Eu- 
rope” Series. 


BY FRANK A. VANDERLIP. 


If there were nothing else the 
matter with Europe except the 
breakdown of railway transporta- 
tion, most of the European nations 
would still be facing a problem of 
gigantic proportions, the early set- 
tlement of which js not only essen- 
tial to the resumption of industria} 
life, but is actually essential to 
maintaining life itself in some of 
the large centers. Hundreds of 
thousands of people have starved to 

death in the last twelve months in 
iturope. I am not using figures as 
it is said Lloyd-George does, merely 
as adjectives. There ts competent 
authority for such a statement. This 
terrible catastrophe has only in part 
been caused by lack of food. In an 
important méasure the disaster was 
directly traceable to the breakdown 
in transportation, to the. physical 
inability to move stores of existing 
food into localities where people 
were dying of starvation. At one 
time there were a hundred unloaded 
cargoes of food in the harbor of 


‘Marseilles, held there because pre- 


ceding cargoes were blocking the 
lines of transportation. 

The railroads of Spain were, on 
the whole, in much better condition 
than I expected to find them. In 
France the system has wonderfully 
stood the test of the enormous 
movement which has been imposed 
upon it. But equipment is deficient, 
and much of it unbelievably anciens:. 
Added to that is the ineffectual sys- 
tem of handling the traffic. One of 
our high military officers described 
the dispatching of a freight car, 
say from Brest to Paris, as com- 
parable with dropping a letter in a 
mail box.” Some time, presumably, 
the car would arrive at its destinu- 
tion, but in the meantime there was 
no record of its whereabouts. 

No matter how important it was 
to have it reach its destination, no 
way existed to trace it, and it might 
wet lost on a side track for a month. 
The situation in France or even in 
Belgium is by no means illustrative 
of the situation further east. It is 
true that in Belgium the Germans 
took up practically all double track. 
even on the principal main through 
lines, and have left. but a singie 
track for all traffic. Literally hun- 
dreds of masonry bridges have been 
destroyed in Belgium and northern 
France; It is easy to say that all 
this damage can be readily repaired, 
and so it can in time. 

Equipment Dilapidated. 

My -point is that it has not been 
repaired and at the present moment 
the tremendous handicap resulting 
from an inability promptly to move 
freight would alone be an enor- 
mously:~ disorganizing factor to the 
industrial life of these countries. 

As one goes further east, however, 


! 


a return to normal railroading con- 
ditions. One can travel from Paris 
to Warsaw, or to Belgrade, Bucha- 
rest or Constantinople. When it 
comes to transporting freight 
through the whole district east and 
south of Germany and of old Aus- 
tria-Hungary, the situation assum*s 
serious aspects. Serbia was swept 
almost clean of all railway equip- 
ment. I was told that at the date 
of the armistice there were but nine 
locomotives left in Serbia. 
| The situation is bad in Greece as 
well as in Rumania, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Poland and Lithuania. In Russia 
the locomotives seem to have been 
run until they ceased to. function 
and then were deserted, little, if 
any, effort being made at repairs, 
and it is here that there are the 
most notable examples of starvation 
and ample food supplies not distant- 
ly separated. 

I have 


food situation will be more serious 
in the spring and summer of 1920 
than it has been this year, and in- 
deed that it will be so serious that, 
taking into account the breakdown 
of transportation, it will be impossi- 
ble to prevent another horror of 
starvation even if the ports of Eu- 
rope are amply supplied with food 

I am not arguing that this whole 
situation cannot be readily put to 
rights, but I do say that no sub- 
stantial start has yet been made to 
do so, that even no systematic plan 
has yet been developed, and that un- 
der the very best of conditions, the 
task is one that will consumé6 a 
great deal of time. In the interval 
the transportation situation presents 
a most serious obstacle to the dis- 
tribution of food and necessities, 
and makes doubly difficult the re- 
starting of industry. Among all of 
Europe’s needs, none is more poig- 
nant than the rehabilitation of her 
railroads.

Locomotive 61 Years Old. 

Occasionally I had an interview 
that was so rich in material and 
that was given under such circum- 
stances that I could make very brief 
running notes. I find in my note- 
book, which indeed is a lamentably 
scanty and scrappy one, the notes of 
an interview I have had with a man 
who has made a great success on 
two continents and knows thorough- 
ly from personal experience the rail- 
road conditions in ‘America, Eng- 
land and in Europe, and who has 
rendered distinguished service 
throughout the war. My talk with 
him ranged over many _ subjects. 
Portions of the interview would log- 
ically fall in various chapters of this 
book, but perhaps it will be as in- 
teresting and readable to try to give 
an outline of what he had to say 
without any attempt at logical ar- 
rangement. 

“In—France the railroad tariff is 
fixed by law.

England Finds Remedy. 
“In England an 
| happy arrangement was made at the 
very outbreak of the war. 
ish government took over 95 per 
cent of the railroad lines, guaran- 
teeing them the same net return as 
they made in 1913. The government 
allows the same amount to be spent 
on upkeep and charged to operating 
expenses as was spent in 1913, plus 
20 per cent, the 20 per cent being 
allowed to cover the increased cost 
of material and labor. There was 
s0 much difficulty in getting labor 
that one million pounds of this up- 
keep fund is unexpended. 

“The passenger rates in England 
were increased 50 per cent, not so 
much to get additional revenue as 
to prevent travel. Freight rates 
were not materially raised. Much 
traffic that’ had formerly moved by 
water had to be moved Dy rail, and 
this made new tariffs necessary and 
increased the business of the rail- 
roads. There was formed a railroad 
executive committee, made up of 
eleven or twelve managers. The 
president of the board of trade was 
the nominal head, but he was not 
active. No conclusion was put into 
force without the unanimous con- 
sent of this executive committee. 
They were broad-minded in their at- 
titude and did not hamper the gov- 
ernment, and the result is that there 
has been built up no controversy be- 
tween the government and the man- 
agers. 

“In an unguarded moment, the 
government promised the unions 
that it would sympathetically con- 
sider an eight-hour day. With tho 
armistice the unions immediately 
came forward and demanded an 
eight-hour day at once. Lloyd- 
George, Sir Albert Auckland, Stanley 
Geddes and Sir Herbert Walker al} 
made promises before election that 
are now difficult to carry out, Dur- 
ing the war hours ranged from ten 
to twelve- a day, and sometimes 
there were cases of men working 
sixteen hours a day. An eight-hour 
day would add £25,000,000 annually 
to th eoperating expenses. The pres- 
ent increase of wages over the pre- 
war total ig £55,000,000, so that if an 
eight-hour day is granted on top of 
the present wages, the operating 
costs for labor alone will be £80,- 
000,000 more than prior to the war.

“Standardization, co-operation and 
the operation of all the roads as one 
system will save about £15,000,000 
per annum, leaving £55,000,000 to be 
met by increased rates.

Sumter Begins Fight 
Against Boll Weevil

Americus, Ga., September 3— 
(Special.)—George O. Marshall, 
county farm demonstration agent, 
has begun a campaign to have all 
cotton stalks in Sumter county de- 
stroyed as soon as the last lock of 
cotton has been picked by growers. 

“Now is the time to make an ef- 
fective fight on the boll weevil,” 
Marshall said today, “and if the 
farmers in Sumter county will be- 
gin destroying their cotton stalks 
immediately, it will mean many ad- 
ditional bales of staple next fall. 

Destroy the cotton stalks as soon 
as the last lock of cotton is picked, 
and the longer before frost this can 
be done, the more effective will be 
the work, according to Marshall. De- 
struction of cotton stalks after frost 
does not mean anything, he says, 
for weevils that will be ready for 
the next year’s crop will already 
have gone into hibernation. 

It is not necessary, Mr. Marshall 
says, to turn the stalks under at 
this time, inasmuch as the idea is 
to deprive weevils of anything to 
feed upon just before they go into 
hibernation. Weevils cannot feed 
on dead plants, he says, and a wee- 
vil that goes into hibernation with 
his stomach empty, cannot survive 
during the winter.
